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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL AND SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT COUNCIL

"Achieving More" was the theme for Woodruff High School for 2003-2004. The
District 4 community’s support was invaluable in assisting our students and staff in
the pursuit of excellence. The senior class led WHS in receiving a cumulative total
of $2,324,832 in scholarships, the largest amount ever awarded to a WHS
graduating class. 66% of the class received some scholarship money. 36 seniors
received LIFE Scholarships, 36 received HOPE Scholarships, and six were named
Palmetto Fellows. With 31% of students enrolled in Advanced Placement classes,
WHS ranked at the top in South Carolina in the percentage of students enrolled in
AP courses. An art student was a runner-up in the Archibald Rutledge Scholarship
competition. A senior received the Governor’s Citizenship Award. Eighteen students
had work published in the USCS publication, A Near Miss. The WHS band was
named a finalist in the State AA competition.

Success was achieved in the athletic venue also. WHS produced 18 SCHSL
scholar athletes. The wrestling team had nine region champions and three State
wrestling champions. Four teams were region champions, five were region
runners-up, and 53 students were all-region athletes with one athlete selected as
region athlete-of-the-year.

The fine arts program was able to move into the William L. Howell, Il Fine Arts
Wing, a state-of-the-art facility to enhance our fine arts program. A massive
construction project consisting of four phases was begun. The plan included
construction of a new concession stand at the football stadium, removal of trees
behind the stadium and school building, moving dirt from the Hwy. 101 expansion
project to expand the acreage by approximately nine acres, and building a road to
provide an exit link to Hwy 221.

During the 2003-2004 school year, Woodruff High School experienced an increase
in enrollment but also a continued emphasis on hard work, student involvement,
good discipline, two-way communication, and caring attitudes. While enroliment was
the largest ever, the traditions of WHS remained steadfast because of the interest
and commitment of the community. This commitment of students, staff, and parents
would prove essential as we begin 2004-2005 with the mindset that we are "working
to win."
